Section 1. LIMITATIONS OF STANDING APPROPRIATIONS —— FY11

2019-2020. Notwithstanding the standing appropriation in the12

following designated section for the fiscal year beginning July13

1, 2019, and ending June 30, 2020, the amount appropriated from14

the general fund of the state pursuant to that section for the15

following designated purpose shall not exceed the following16

design professional services related to the disaster emergency20

or major disaster shall not be liable for civil damages for any21

acts or omissions resulting from the services provided, unless22

such acts or omissions constitute recklessness or willful23

and wanton misconduct. A licensed architect or professional24

engineer who receives expense reimbursement for the performance25

of services described in this section shall not be considered26

to have received compensation for such services.27

DIVISION V9

FLOOD RECOVERY10

Sec. 27. NEW SECTION. 418.16 Flood recovery fund.11

1. A flood recovery fund is established in the state12

treasury under the control of the board. The fund shall13

consist of moneys appropriated to the fund by the general14

assembly and any other moneys available to, obtained by, or15

accepted by the board for deposit in the fund. Moneys in the16

fund are appropriated to the department and shall be used for17

the purposes designated in this section. Moneys in the fund18

shall not supplant any federal disaster recovery moneys.19

2. The board may award moneys from the fund to eligible20

political subdivisions of the state. A political subdivision21

of the state is eligible to receive moneys from the fund if22

the political subdivision is located in a county designated23

under presidential disaster declaration DR-4421-IA and is also24

located in a county where the federal emergency management25

agency’s individual assistance program has been activated.26

3. In order to be awarded moneys from the fund, a political27

subdivision of the state shall submit a project application28

to the department for consideration by the board. The board29

shall prescribe application forms and application instructions.30

Project applications shall include all of the following:31

a. A description of the project and the manner in which32

the project supports flood response, flood recovery, or flood33

mitigation activities.34

b. A description of the financial assistance needed from the35
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fund.1

c. Details on any additional moneys to be applied to the2

project.3

4. a. The board shall review all project applications.4

During the review of a project application, the board shall5

consider, at a minimum, all of the following:6

(1) Whether the project supports flood response, flood7

recovery, or flood mitigation activities.8

(2) Whether moneys from the fund are essential to meet9

the necessary expenses or serious needs of the political10

subdivision related to flood response, flood recovery, or flood11

mitigation.12

b. Upon review of a project application, the board shall13

approve, defer, or deny the application. If a project14

application is approved, the board shall specify the amount of15

moneys from the fund awarded to the political subdivision. The16

board shall negotiate and execute on behalf of the department17

all necessary agreements to provide the moneys. If a project18

application is deferred or denied, the board shall state the19

reasons for such deferral or denial.20

5. Notwithstanding section 8.33, moneys in the fund21

that remain unencumbered or unobligated at the close of a22

fiscal year shall not revert but shall remain available for23

expenditure for the purposes designated in this section.24

Notwithstanding section 12C.7, subsection 2, interest or25

earnings on moneys deposited in the fund shall be credited to26

the fund.27

Sec. 28. FLOOD RECOVERY APPROPRIATION. There is28

appropriated from the general fund of the state to the29

department of homeland security and emergency management, for30

the fiscal year beginning July 1, 2018, and ending June 30,31

2019, the following amount, or so much thereof as is necessary,32

to be credited to the flood recovery fund created in section33

418.16, as enacted by this Act, and used for the purposes34

designated in section 418.16, as enacted by this Act:35

Sec. 29. EMERGENCY RULES. The department of homeland2

security and emergency management may adopt emergency3

rules under section 17A.4, subsection 3, and section 17A.5,4

subsection 2, paragraph “b”, to implement the provisions of5

this division of this Act and the rules shall be effective6

immediately upon filing unless a later date is specified in the7

rules. Any rules adopted in accordance with this section shall8

also be published as a notice of intended action as provided9

in section 17A.4.10

Sec. 30. EFFECTIVE DATE. This division of this Act, being11

deemed of immediate importance, takes effect upon enactment.12

DIVISION VI13

STATE BUDGET PROCESS14

Sec. 31. Section 8.6, Code 2019, is amended by adding the15

following new subsection:16

NEW SUBSECTION. 16. Salary model administrator. To17

designate a position within the department to serve as the18

salary model administrator.19

a. The salary model administrator shall work in conjunction20

with the legislative services agency to maintain the state’s21

salary model used for analyzing, comparing, and projecting22

state employee salary and benefit information, including23

information relating to employees of the state board of24

regents.25

b. The department of revenue, the department of26

administrative services, the institutions governed by the state27

board of regents pursuant to section 262.7, each judicial28

district’s department of correctional services, and the state29

department of transportation shall provide salary data to the30

department of management and the legislative services agency31

to operate the state’s salary model. The format and frequency32

of provision of the salary data shall be determined by the33

department of management and the legislative services agency.34

c. The information shall be used in collective bargaining35
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processes under chapter 20 and in calculating the funding needs1

contained within any annual salary adjustment legislation.2

A state employee organization as defined in section 20.3,3

subsection 4, may request information produced by the model,4

but the information provided shall not contain information5

attributable to individual employees.6

Sec. 32. Section 8.23, subsection 1, unnumbered paragraph7

1, Code 2019, is amended to read as follows:8

On or before October 1 15, prior to each legislative9

session, all departments and establishments of the government10

shall transmit to the director, on blanks to be furnished by11

the director, estimates of their expenditure requirements,12

including every proposed expenditure, for the ensuing fiscal13

year, classified so as to distinguish between expenditures14

estimated for administration, operation, and maintenance, and15

the cost of each project involving the purchase of land or the16

making of a public improvement or capital outlay of a permanent17

character, together with supporting data and explanations18

as called for by the director after consultation with the19

legislative services agency.20

be prioritized by program or the results to be achieved. The29

estimates shall be accompanied with by performance measures30

for evaluating the effectiveness of the program programs or31

results.32

Section 602.1301, subsection 2, paragraph a,33

unnumbered paragraph 1, Code 2019, is amended to read as34

follows:35
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As early as possible, but not later than December 1, the1

supreme court shall submit to the legislative services agency2

the annual budget request and detailed supporting information3

for the judicial branch. The submission shall be designed4

to assist the legislative services agency in its preparation5

for legislative consideration of the budget request. The6

information submitted shall contain and be arranged in a format7

substantially similar to the format specified by the director8

of the department of management and used by all departments9

and establishments in transmitting to the director estimates10

of their expenditure requirements pursuant to section 8.23,11

except the estimates of expenditure requirements shall be based12

upon one hundred percent of funding for the current fiscal13

year accounted for by program, and using the same line item14

definitions of expenditures as used for the current fiscal15

year’s budget request, and the remainder of the estimate of16

expenditure requirements prioritized by program. The supreme17

court shall also make use of the department of management’s18

automated budget system when submitting information to the19

director of the department of management to assist the director20

in the transmittal of information as required under section21

8.35A. The supreme court shall budget and track expenditures22

by the following separate organization codes:23

DIVISION VII24

BLACKOUT SPECIAL REGISTRATION PLATES25

Sec. 35. Section 321.34, Code 2019, is amended by adding the26

following new subsection:27

NEW SUBSECTION. 11C. Blackout plates.28

a. Upon application and payment of the proper fees,29

the director may issue blackout plates to the owner of a30

motor vehicle subject to registration under section 321.109,31

subsection 1, autocycle, motor truck, motor home, multipurpose32

vehicle, motorcycle, trailer, or travel trailer.33

b. Blackout plates shall be designed by the department. A34

blackout plate’s background shall be black, and the plate’s35
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letters and numbers shall be white.1

c. The special blackout fee for letter-number designated2

blackout plates is thirty-five dollars. An applicant may3

obtain personalized blackout plates upon payment of the fee for4

personalized plates as provided in subsection 5, which is in5

addition to the special blackout fee. The fees collected by6

the director under this subsection shall be paid monthly to the7

treasurer of state and deposited in the road use tax fund.8

d. Upon receipt of the special registration plates, the9

applicant shall surrender the current registration plates to10

the county treasurer. The county treasurer shall validate11

the special registration plates in the same manner as regular12

registration plates are validated under this section. The13

annual special blackout fee for letter-number designated plates14

is ten dollars which shall be paid in addition to the regular15

annual registration fee. The annual fee for personalized16

blackout plates is five dollars which shall be paid in addition17

to the annual special blackout fee and the regular annual18

registration fee. The annual special blackout fee shall be19

credited as provided under paragraph “c”.20

e. The department shall not condition the issuance of21

blackout plates on the receipt of any number of orders for22

blackout plates.23

Sec. 36. Section 321.166, subsection 9, Code 2019, is24

amended to read as follows:25

9. Special registration plates issued pursuant to section26

321.34, other than gold star, medal of honor, collegiate, fire27

fighter, and natural resources, and blackout registration28

plates, shall be consistent with the design and color of29

regular registration plates but shall provide a space on a30

portion of the plate for the purpose of allowing the placement31

of a distinguishing processed emblem or an organization32

decal.

agreements with one or two entities to have up to a total of9

two individually branded internet sites to conduct advance10

deposit sports wagering for the licensee, unless one additional11

operating agreement or individually branded internet site12

is authorized by the commission. However, a person shall13

not sell, grant, assign, or turn over to another person the14

operation of an individually branded internet site to conduct15

advance deposit wagering for the licensee without the approval16

of the commission. This section does not prohibit an agreement17

entered into between a licensee under this section and an18

advanced deposit sports wagering operator as approved by the19

commission.20

Sec. 38. Section 99F.13, Code 2019, is amended to read as21

follows:22

99F.13 Annual audit of licensee operations.23

Within ninety days after the end of the licensee’s fiscal24

year, the licensee shall transmit to the commission an audit25

of the licensee’s total gambling operations, including an26

itemization of all expenses and subsidies. For a licensed27

subsidiary of a parent company, an audit of the parent company28

meets the requirements of this section. All audits shall29

be conducted by certified public accountants authorized30

to practice in the state of Iowa under chapter 542 who are31

selected by the board of supervisors of the county in which the32

licensee operates.33

paragraph “b”, the board shall not require or allow a gas5

utility to adopt an energy efficiency plan that results in6

projected cumulative average annual costs that exceed one7

and one-half percent of the gas utility’s expected annual8

Iowa retail rate revenue from retail customers in the state,9

shall not require or allow an electric utility to adopt an10

energy efficiency plan that results in projected cumulative11

average annual costs that exceed two percent of the electric12

utility’s expected annual Iowa retail rate revenue from retail13

customers in the state, and shall not require or allow an14

electric utility to adopt a demand response plan that results15

in projected cumulative average annual costs that exceed two16

percent of the electric utility’s expected annual Iowa retail17

rate revenue from retail customers in the state. For purposes18

of determining the two percent threshold amount, the board19

shall exclude from an electric utility’s expected annual Iowa20

retail rate revenue the revenues expected from customers that21

have received exemptions from energy efficiency plans pursuant22

to paragraph “a”. This subparagraph shall apply to energy23

efficiency plans and demand response plans that are effective24

on or after January 1, 2019.25

Sec. 40. BOARD OF REGENTS CAPITAL PROJECTS REPORT.2

1. The state board of regents shall submit a written report,3

including such information and recommendations as required by4

this section, to the general assembly by December 13, 2019,5

regarding the financing of capital projects at institutions6

under the control of the state board of regents.7

2. The written report shall include a list of all capital8

projects initiated by an institution under the control of the9

state board of regents since January 1, 2004, in which the10

state provided at least a part of the financing for the project11

from an appropriation from the rebuild Iowa infrastructure fund12

created in section 8.57. For each project listed, the report13

shall include all of the following information:14

a. Total cost of each project.15

b. The amount and percentage of each project financed16

through donations and gifts from private sources.17

c. The amount and percentage of each project financed18

through funding from the federal government.19

d. The amount and percentage of each project financed20

through institution sources.21

e. The amount and percentage of each project financed22

through state dollars.23

f. The amount and percentage of each project financed24

through other sources.25

g. Whether each project was considered a renovation or new26

construction.27

3. The written report shall include, for each year since28

January 1, 2004, the percentage of capital project costs that29

were covered by donations and gifts from private sources for30

capital projects that did not receive state funding.31

4. The written report shall include information regarding32

how the state board of regents defines new construction and33

renovations, a list of capital projects initiated due to34

extraordinary circumstances, and the current method used by35
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the state board of regents and institutions under the control1

of the state board of regents to develop financing plans for2

capital projects.3

5. The written report shall also include recommendations to4

the general assembly regarding the following:5

a. The type of capital projects that should be eligible for6

state funding.7

b. The share of state-funded capital projects that should be8

funded with non-state dollars.9

c. How the fundraising plan will be developed for10

state-funded projects.11
